‘QUADRUPLE LYNCHING 


BY MOB IN FLORID 


Negroes Were Accused of 
Connection With Killing 
of White Farmer. 


MacClenny, Fla., October i.— 
Three negroes, Rayfield Givens, Ben 
Givens and Fulton Smith, charged 
with being implicated in the mur- 
der of John Harvey, well-known 
young farmer of Baker county, last 
Saturday night, were taken from 
the Baker county jail by a band 
of armed men at 1 o'clock this 
morning. and lynched. 

Sam PBancan, another negro, was 
found shot to death in MacClenny 
later in the day. It is not known 
whether Duncan was implicated in 
the murder. 

The blacks removed from the fail 
were taken to the outskirts of Mac- 
Clenny, tied to trees and shot to 
death. It is stated there were,about 
fifty men in the band which sud- 
denly appeared at the county jail, 
overpowered Sheriff L. S. Wheat, 
secured his keys and got the ne- 
groes out of their cells. 

Jim Givens, the negro who is 
charged with actually firing the 
shots which killed Hr. Harvey, es- 
caped immediately after the shoot- 
ing and late tonight was still at 
large. Posses were on his trail 
and it was believed his capture 
was only a matter of hours. , 

Harvey was shot to death at 
Knabb’s turpéntine camp about ten 
miles northeast of MacClenny. 

After the killing the negroes es- 
caped, but three of them were cap- 
tured and lodged in the MacfClenny 
county jail. Although feeling ran 
high against the blacks, it was not 
believed an attempt would be made 
to lynch them as the negro charged 
with the actual killing was still 
at large. 

MacClenny was quiet tonight and 
no further trouble was expected 
unless Jim Givens was captured.

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D, 


H AND ARTHRITIS IN 
CHILDREN. 

Dentists, like all other progres- 
sive artists, cordially disagree on 
some of the fundamentals of their 
art. A thoroughly trained and ex- 


perienced dentist asserts that every 
earious .or decayed “baby” tooth 
(primary) should be either filled or 
extracted and that this precaution 
in keeping the mouth cavity free 
from foci of infection is much more 
important in early childhood than 
in adult life. Another dentist of 
equal standing and skill insists that 
it is better not to extract the pri- 
mary teeth, even though they be 
hopelessly gdecayed, for if they are 
extracted the development of the 
jaw is impaired and the secondary 
teeth will be uneven and more sub- 
ject to trouble. When competent 
dentists disagree, no physician may 
decide, save-by a toss-up. But there 
are other possible considerations 
which may have weight on the radi- 
cal side. If the child is norma) in 

neral nourishment and rowtt. 
and free from any indication of 
systemic trouble rom the ‘septic 
condition of the mouth, perhaps it 
may be safe to permit the decayed 
teeth to remain, provided they can- 
not be filled. But if the child’s 
health fs in any way impaired and 
the physician ‘believes the oral sep- 
sis responsible, then extraction. of 
the decayed teeth is surely the 
lesser of two evils. A form of long- 
enduring joint disease in children, 
vulgarly called “rheumatism” and 
cruelly termed arthritis deformans 
(or by compromise “rheumatoid ar-- 
thritis’”’), has been frequently 
charged up against bad teeth and 
in about half of such cases the 
wholesale extraction of the con- 
demned teeth has proved markedly 
beneficial, the other half showing 
no improvement, 

I havé described in this depart- 
ment the close contact between the 
last molar teeth and the tonsils and 
pointed out the frequent associa- 
tion of infected tonsils in childhood 
with decayed molar teeth. The re- 
moval of tonsils on suspicion is a 
different problem from the extrac- 
tion of teeth on suspicion, for the 
tonsils serve no physiological pur- 
pose, certainly not when_they are 
diseased. | 

Dr. Albert H. Byfield, discussing 
the subject in the American Journal 
of Diseases of Children, attributes 
the joint disease to long smoulder- 
ing infection in the tonsils and 
adenoids and the accessory sinuses 
of the nasal cavity. He believes 
that the-infection is limited to the 
tonsils and adcnoids up to the age 
of three years, but after that age 
the removal of the tonsils and ade- 
noids.is ineffective in arresting the 
progress of the joint trouble. A 
nasal sinus infection may be 
suspected if there is slight fever. 
leukocytosis (as shown by blood 
count), or impaired appetite per- 
sisting after the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids. Surgical treatment 
of the infected nasal sinuses would 
be required in such circumstances.
